Action Urged by the Left 
‘Day of Struggle’ in Madri 
Draws Only a Thin Res

MADRID, Oct. 1 (NYT).—A 
leftist call for a “day ς΄ struggle” 
in Madrid evoked a spotty re- 
sponse today. Thousands of work- 
ers staged job actions or went on 
strike but life in mo of the 
capital went on normally. 

Although limited, the day of 
protest added to the travail of 
the three-month-old government 
of Premier Adolfo Suarez, which 
has been gingerly steering Spain 
toward new, democratic institu- 
tions as the national economy 
Dounders. 

Nominally, the one-day labor 
action, which wes punctuated by 
scattered street demonstrations, 
was called by a Joose coalition of 
Socialist, Communist and left-of- 
center organizations to protest 
the murder Monday of a 71-year- 
old psychology student In central 
Madrid. 


Opposition grou s charged that 
the murder, which occurred at 
the end of a small demonstration 
for political amnesty, was the 
work of a rightist vigilante group 
called the Guerrillas of Christ 
the King, which ‘s thought to 
bave tles to the police. 

Broader Themes 


But the themes of today’s mé-

riot police-—-were broadened to in- 
clude demends for full democratic 
liberties and the legalization of 
the country’s embryonic, nongov- 
ernment labor unfons. 

Some of the members of the 
left-of-center alliance called 
Democratic Coordination, which 
lately has shown signs of deep 
fissures, clearly hoped today to 
capitalize on the momentum 
generated by a general strike 
that closed down the northern 
Basque country on Monday. 

But the spirit of cultural soli- 
darity that rallied a half-million 
Basques earlier this week is con- 
Spicuously absent in this bulgipg 
metropolis of almost 4 million. 
Even the Communist-dominated 
Warkers' Commissions and the 
Socialist General Union of Work- 
ers seemed lukewarm about to- 
day's action, which only far-left 
enthusiasts seemed willins to 
term a “general strike.”

Kremlin Again Offers China 
Renewal of Diplomatic Ties

MOSCOW, Oct. 1 (WP?.—In 
the first authoritative Kremlin 
statement on Chinese-Soviet rela- 
tions since the death last month 
of Mao Tse-tung. the Soviet 
Union today renewed its offer to 
normalize relations with China.

Every hint from Peking, how- 
ever, indicates that for the time 
being the Chinese are not inter- 
ested in a change, The Chinese 
have not halted their invective 
against the Eremlin during the 
mourning period while the Soviet 
Union dropped all mention of 
Mao the moment he dled. 

More importantly, a message of 
condolences sent by the Soviet 
Communist party was rejected by 
the Chinese on the grounds that 
there are no “party-to-party” 
relations. 

Moscow is doubtlessly aware of 
the negative atiitude in Peking 
but evidently decided not to let 
this present period of uncertainty 
pass without making some kind 
of a bid for support, “The 
fundamental interests of the 
Soviet and Chinese people do not 
clash but coincide.” the article 
sald, 3 
The article does not appear to 
alter in detail any existing Soviet 
negotiating positions on out- 
standing questions such as border 
differences.. Rather, specialists 
said, the statement is important 
for its tone. timing and the 
message it is meant to convey. 

“The Soviet Union,” Pravda 
said, “has never had and does not 
now have economic, nor territorial 
nor other grievances against 
China.”

‘Divorcing’ Rites Suggested 
By United Methodist Church 


By Janis 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 1 (WP). 
—As the divorce rate in the Unit- 
ed States continues to skyrocket, 
the United Methodist Church is 
adopting a new approach in its 
treatment of the divorced. A 
hundred years ago, the church 
prohibited remarriage after di- 
yorce except by the partner of 
ἃ spouse who had committed 
adultery. This month, a uew pub- 
lication Issued under church aus- 
Pices will suggest several rituals 
for “divorcing.” 

‘The rationale, explains the in- 
troduction to “Ritual in a New 
Day,” is that ‘the church, which 
stood beside such persons when 
the marriage covenant was form- 
ed, is often noticeably silent and 
absent when the covenant is 
severed.” 

The Rev. Jeanne Powers of New 
York, who headed the task force 
that compiled the book and who 
wrote the divorce rites, believes 
her church ig the first to lend 
legitimacy to divorce rituals. 

The rites, she notes, neither 
condone nor condemn divorce but 
simply recognize its reality. 

No Value Judgment 

“It’s not a value judgment on 
divorce,” said Hoyt Hickman, a 
staff member for the church's 
Board of Discipleship, 

“We're simply facing facts," Mr 
Hickman said. “A divorce ritual 
is no more against marriage than 
8 funeral 1s against life, We see 
the advantage of such a ceremony 
as helping the divorced person 
to deal with the problem of be- 
reavement and make adjustment 
to a new stage of single life with 
help from the faith community.” 

The suggested divorce rites are 
neither avant-garde nor light- 
hearted. Nor are they legal rites. 
sacraments or even official Meth- 
odist. ceremonies. 

Their tone is sober and peni- 
tential and aimed at healing 
therapeutically the emotional 
turmoil of divorce. 

Timing, Style, Content 

Although any of these rites can 
vary in timing, style and content, 
depending on the parties involved, 
treir basic order 15 similar to a 
wedding ceremony.

Coal Output Rise 
In China Slowed 
After Earthquake 


HONG KONG. Oct. 1 (WP). 
~In its first national coal out- 
put report since the July 28 
earthquake devastated a major 
mining center at ~Tanshan, the 
Chinese regime has sald that 
growth in coal production slowed 
to 427 per cent for the first eight 
months of this year, 

That increase over last year’s 
rate is less than the rise of about 
8 per cent for the first half of 
this year over 1975 and consider- 
ably below the 1975 increase of 
approximately 11 per cent over 
1974's figures. But analysts here 
cautioned that the difference 
may be due more to last year’s 
good record than ihe impact of 
the earthquake. 

The Chinese news agency, 
which reported the new figures, 
treated the increase as a victory 
over the effects of the July 
quake, which severely limited 
production at the coal 
mines in the last month of the 
8-month period. 

“After the strong quake in the 
‘Tangshan area,” the agency 
said. “coal mines of various prov- 
inces, cities and regions through- 
out the country sent manpower 
and materials to help get the 
Kailuan mines [just pDorth of 
Tangshan] back into production. 
Many mines also volunteered to 
undertake Kailuan production 
tasks to make up for the losses 
so thet the state coal-production 
plan could be completed.” 

The Tangshan area mines ap- 
peor to be China's largest single 
producer of coal, delivering about 
6 per cent of the total of more 
than 400 million tops a year.

The British and Nuclear Power 


Nuclear energy is taking a beating these 
days, and it is growing increasingly diffienlt 
to keep straight the issues that must be 
Yesolyed—as distinct trom those that can be 
dismissed or avoided In Britain last week, 
a royal commission urged the government to 
abandon plans ta bud breeder reactots and 
to slow down its growing reliance on 
nuclear power, Its reasons involved, among 
other things, the security problems that ἃ 
rise in the production of plutonium would 
create and the environmental problems that 
can be created when you are dealing with a 
not yet fully developed techno.ogy. ‘That 
advice may be appropriate for Great Britain, 
and some part of it may be relevant to the 
nuclear debate now under way in this coun- 
try. But no one should believe that these 
particular problems, in this country at least, 
can be avoided simply by ending further 
development of nuclear energy 

Consider the dangers posed so vividly by 
the royal commission concerning the exist- 
ence of what has come to be called “the plu- 
tontum economy.” Those dangers are quite 
Teal; the manufacture of an atomic weapon 
by terrorists or reckless governments from 
Plutonium they have obtained somewhere 
would be an international disaster. -But 
those dangers—and that economy—are going 
to exist whether or not breeder reactors are 
built, While the introduction of breeders 
would increase the difficulty of controiling 
piutonium because it would be produced at 
more locations, the problem of how to con- 
trol it is one the United States must face 
—and solve—in the near future. A plant 
that reprocesses fuel used in existing nuclear 


power plants is a good source of plutonium, 
and a drive is on ali over the world for an 
increase in the number of these plants to 
provide the fuel that many countries regard 
85 the best source of their future energy If 
the United States does not provide that fue:, 
other countries will, and the problem of 
International control of plutonium will be- 
come enormously more difficult, if not im- 
possible, to solve. 

Another unavoldable issue, tor the United 
States anyway, is that of minimizing the en- 
yironmenta} prub:ems in the storage and 
disposal of nuclear wastes [f the United 
States is to be the principal protector of the 
world’s plutonium supplies—and it seems to 
us it should be by supplying nuciear fuel 
cheaply to those who need /t and by repro- 
cessing the spent fuel—this country will 
have to cope with storage and disposal. A 
decision to go fast or go slow on breeder 
technology does not change the dimensions 
or the time frame of that problem. 

Neither of these points suggests that the 
royal commission was wrong in its recom- 
mendations to the British government. It 
was addressing the environmental and 
energy needs and responsibilities of an island 
kingdom. The needs and responsibilities of 
this country are somewhat different. The 
danger is that when the debate aver build- 
ing breeder reactors—or over state legisla- 
tion iimiting nuclear development — focuses 
heavily on the plutonium and environmental 
issues, a decision not to build or to slow down 
provides a false sense that those issues have 
been resolved.

Upbeat on Africa 


It was a thoroughly upbeat analysis of the 
situation in southern Africa that Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger gave the United 
Nations General Assembly Thursday on the 
basis of his recent shuttle diplomacy. He 
hoped for “the independence of Namibia 
(South-West Africa) within a fixed, short 
time limit,” hailed “a historic break 
trom the past” that could ease Rhodesia’s 
transition to black majority rule, and flatly 
if cautiously predicted the end of apartheid 
in South Africa, 

Most of what Kissinger had to say was not 
new, but his exposure to the area enhanced 
the authority of his projections. It was a 
carefully conceived effort to maintain the 
momentum his trip had generated—to keep 
all possible pressures on the involved parties 
to negotiate rapidiy and realistically, It was 
also a clear and timely restatement of Amer- 
lean policy and a warning to outsiders— 
meaning the Soviet Union—not to “doom 
opportunities for peace that might never 
retorn.” 

With the massive Soviet and Cuban aid 
to the Popular Movement in Angola’s civil 
war obviously in mind, Kissinger appealed 
for “an Africa seeking its own destiny,” free 
of outside intervention. “The rivalry and 
interference of non-African powers would 
make a mockery of Africa's hard-won 
atruggle for independence from foreign 
domination,” he rightly observed. 


At this particular forum, it was important’ 


for Kissinger to emphasize that a constitu- 
tional conference on Namibia showd take 
place at a neutral location under United 


Nations aegis, with the South-West Africa 
People's Organization participating. South 
Africa has rejected any United Nations role 
in Namibia, has insisted that any conference 
on its future be held in the territory, and 
has barred SWAPO—the only Namibian 
political group recognized by the United 
Nations—from participating in constitutional 
talks held over the last two years in Wind- 
hoek. 

It was also important for the secretary 
to say that the United States wouid “not 
seek to impose solutions” in Rhodesia or 
anywhere else He obviously hopes for the 
emergence in Rhodesia of Joshua Nkomo, 
the most moderate of the black nationalist 
leaders: but any American blessing would 
compromise Nkomo and erode Washington’s 
influence for a peaceful solution. 

Tt was necessary for Kissinger to castigate 
South African apartheid as “a denial of our 
common humanity and a challenge to the 
conscience of mankind," while praising 
South Africa’s white leaders for showing 
“wisdom” in facilitating a solution in 
Rhodesia. 

The secretary urged them to display sim-~- 
Har wisdom “while there is time,” to estab~ 
lish racial justice in their own country. To 
have done 1885 would have increased the 
suspicion of an enduring Pretorla~Washing- 
ton axis in black Africa, or suggested that 
Kissinger was willing to overlook the most 
important long-run ingredient for a peaceful 
racial and political evolution in the sub- 
continent

China Post-Mao 


Mao Tse-tung has been dead less than a 
month but he is still being glorified almost 
as if he were still living. Those who today 
hoid power in Peking are such 2 relatively 
unknown group that their first priority has 
been, understandably, to stress the theme of 
continulty, to call for unity, and above all to 
try to keep daily 1116 on an even keel during 
this potentially dangerous transition period. 

There are some resemblances to the situa- 
tion In Moscow in March 1953 immediately 
after Stalin’s death when the coterie around 
him feared “panic and disarray” and for a 
time subordinated their own bitter internal 
rivalries to the overriding need to maintain 
power. In Moscow then and in Peking now, 


there was fall understanding of the hidden_ 


tensions stil remaining as a result of the 
ruthless purges carried out by Stalin and 
Mao, respectively—in Mao's case numbering 
literally millions of people. 

Perhaps the clearest signals about future 
policy in post-Maotst China have come in 
the srea of foreign affairs. During the past 
few weeks, Peking has feverishly tried to 
indicate that Mao’s death has in no way 
weakened China's abhorrence of Moscow's 
“revisionism” or China's fear of Soviet 
dreams of world domination Particulariy 
notable was the treatment given former 
Secretary of Defense James Schlesinger, who 
was visiting China when Mao died. 

Peking has indicated that this visit had 
been requested by Mao Tse-tung himself. The 


extraordinary honors and travel opportun- 
ities given Schlesinger and his companions 
were clearly intended to indicate that Peking 
shares the former defense secretary's distrust 
of the Soviet Union and approves his em- 
phasis on a high level-of American defen- 
sive capability against possible future Soviet 
adventures. 

On internal policy, there are the predict- 
able signs that for the moment Mao is to 
be made into a legendary figure. But lt 1s 
useful to remember that the initial reaction 
to Stalin’s death in 1953 was to put his body 
alongside that of Lenin in the Red Square 
mausoleum. 

Only three years later, in February 1956, 
Nikita EKhrushchey was demolishing Stalin's 
reputation, and by 1961 Stalin’s corpse was 
removed from Lenin's tomb. Unlikely as it 
seems today, Mao feared 8. similar fate; he 
well knew that the nature of totalitarian 
states is such that the reputation of no 
jeader can ever be secure Within his own 
country—even though the outside world may 
evaluate him as a towering historical figure. 

Although such contests are always cloaked 
in the mantle of principle and fought 
publicly on policy issues, what is almost cer- 
tainly invoived in Chine today in the wake 
of Mao's death is a typical struggle for 
absolute control among individual aspirants 
more interested in power than in policy.

Given that array of nega- 
tives, If took . ixable amounts 
of a certain kind of “enter- 
prise” for Hons Wilsdorf, α 
23-year-old Swiss, to head 
for London in 1903 with the 
dream in his head οἱ mak- 
ing wrist watches. By 1905, 
he had founded his own 
firm. After coining the name 
Rolex in 1908, he scored his 
first coup in 1910, when a 
Rolex wrist chronometer ob- 
tained the world’s first offi- 
οἷα! timing certificate from 
the Swiss Institute at Bien- 
ne, Switzerland. 

In 1920, Hans Wilsdort 
founded the firm Montres 
Rolex S.A. in Geneva, and, 
in 1926, the world’s first wa- 
terproof wrist chronomeier 
was invented and patented 
under the name of the "Ro 


lex Oyster”. 
Wilsdorf's dream had ma- 
terialixed. — "Waterproof" 


meant that NOTHING could 
get at the chronometer-pre 
cise movement of his Rolex 
Oyster watch; not dirt, not 
dust, not moisture—noth- 
ing. 

A legend had been 
founched. For both the in- 
dustry and the public, the 
Rolex Oyster (see box) be- 
came the standard against 
which other wrist chronome 
ters were measured.

Heiniger: “Things As 
They Ought To Be” 


Managing Director André 
Heiniger has been running 
Montres Rolex S.A., in Ge 
neva, for the last 17 of his 
39 years at Rolex. Since he 
took ever, annual sales 
value at Rolex has grown 
over 800%.

Money Supply 
In U.S. Falls 
$2.8 Billion 


After Record Increase 
The Preceding Week 


By Terry Robards 


NEW YORE, Oct. 1 (N¥T).— 
The U.S. basic money supply. in 
another major shift that surprised 
‘Wall Street, fell a record $28 bil- 
lion in the latest statement last 
week, the Federal Bank of New 
York reported yesterday. 

The decline followed the record 
merease of $45 billion in the 
supply during the preceding week 
The two unusual fluctuations in 
succeeding weeks Indicated that 
big swings in the supply were 
becoming more common and that 
Federal Reserve policy would be 
more difficult to analyze. 

‘The Fed's weekly report had an 
immediate impact on the credlt 
markets, pushing prices higher 
and yields lower on fixed-income 
securities. However, the reaction 
was not s0 decisive as it had been 
following last week's report of a 
record upsurge in money supply, 
indicating that the markets might 
be growing more accustomed to 
big changes on a weekly basis. 

The central bank reported that 
the basic money supply, called 
M-1 and consisting of currency in 
circulation plus checking-account 
balances, feel to $306 billion in 
the week ended Sept. 22 from 
$308.8 billion in the week ended 
Sept. 15. 

‘The decline of $2.8 billion in 2 
single weekly period surpassed the 
previous record drop of $2.2 billion 
in the week to June 2, 1965. A

Anti-Trust 
Bill Signed 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP- 
DJ).—President Ford, as expected, 
signed legislation last night that 
will permit state attorneys gen- 
era] to sue suspected price-fixers 
for triple damages on bebalf ΟἹ 
state residents. 

The major anti-trust measure 
also gives federal trust-busters 
new enforcement powers, The 
Justice Department and the 
Federal Trade Commission will 
have added authority to gel 
documents and interview wit- 
nesses during anti-trust investi- 
gations. 

In addition, big corporations 
Planning mergers will have to 
Give anti-trust authorities ad- 
vance notice, giving officials a 
chance to block a merger 
court wntil its basic jegality has 
been determined.

Called for Warning 


The controversy was set off by 
John Bullock, a survey statisti- 
cian (economist). He said in an 
interview that his repeated re- 
quests, through channels, for a 
public warning about the so-called 
M-S series, which measures the 
backlog, were ignored. 

Mr, Bullock, 29, said the figures 
were understated by perhaps 50 
per cent or more. He cieims 
that errors have obscured the 
recovery's degree of dependence 
on 8 backlog of already existing 
orders. 

The errors, Mr, Bullock said, 
are the consequence of a sys- 
tematic bins resulting from faulty 
estimates and statistical adjust- 
ments, that have accumulated at 
a 4 to 5-per-cent rate over 14 
years. He said he uncovered the 
defect in 1972. 


Rather than being 2n actual 
count based on reports from 
manufacturers, the unfilled orders 
series ig an estimate based on 
replies from δὶ percentage of the 
nation’s manufacturers. 


It is in this statistical pro- 
cedure, Mr. Bullock maintains, 
that there has been a “slippage.” 


‘Bullock Is Right’ 


Asked about the allegations of 
statistical errors, a spokesman 
for the House subcommittee on 
census and population, Donald 
Terry, said flatly: “Bullock is 
right. There is a gross under- 
statement.” 

Mr. Terry said: “Regardless of 
the basis of the allegations, they 
are substantial and should have 
been checked out. It poses the 
question: Why not four years 
ago?" 

Mr. Bullock says that late in 
1973, he noted that economists 
were advising industry that un- 
filled orders were dangerously 
low and that manufacturers were 
then interpreting this to mean 
any downturn was likely to be 
quite serious. 


When unfilled orders, or orders 
obtained earlier but still un- 
delivered, fall to a low level, 
manufacturers have several 
cholees: Go out and obtain orders, 
cut into thelr normal backlogs 
of orders, or cut production. 


With confidence already wan- 
ing, Mr, Bullock feels that 
manufacturers cut production 
when the warnings, based on 
faulty statistics, were issued. In 
truth, he seid, the backlog of 
orders was much greater than 
was known and the economy was 
not as bad off as it seemed.

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James Michener—A ‘Schizophrenic’ Life

τ MICHAELS, Md. (WP).—James Michener stands at the end of 

8 long gravel lane bordered by a pine grove and & browning corn- 

field. τὸ the left is Chesapeake Bay, and behind him a small, unpre- 
house.. He looks older and paler than in the photograph 
on the jacket of his latest noved, “Centennial.”

other form always make themselves clear.” Then he adds: “I've had 


some luck with both.” 

“Some luck” is characteristic. It's his peculiarly modest way of 
alluding to his 21 books—short stories, epic novels and nonfiction—on 
subjects as diverse as Spain, Israel, sports, politics and Oriental art. 
They have sold millions of copies. Half a dozen have been best-sellers. 
All his books are still in print. 

Michener himself isn’t interested in these detai's. His wife, Mart, 
handles his business, and his contracts with Random House are 
“settled in five minutes—I don't go for this business of changing pub- 
dishers.” 

If you press he will tell you—sounding slightly amazed—that “Cen- 
tenhial" gold 800,000 copies in hardcover alone. And he admits, almost 
spologeticaliy, that he could have retired after the publication in 1947 
of his first book, “Tales of the South Pacific,” for which he was 
awarded a Pulitzer Prize, and which became the Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein musical. 

Yet for the past 30 years he has continued to work, and he lives 
walled off from his own achievements, almost as if they didn't exist, 
and from many of the accoutrements of success on 8 grand scale. 

ΤῸ meet him casually you might take him for a professor at 8, 
small university, perhaps. He will start talking about the English 
language with its working vocabulary of 600,000 words, versus, for 
example, oniy 60,000 in Spanish. 

‘He is asked, now that he is 69, might he be planning to take things 


& little easier? 
‘He shakes his head, “I think I work too hard, but I dont suppose 


T seek any diminution.” His constant working is “a sore point, @ sore 
point”, with his wife—he had e heart attack several years ΘΕῸ. But his 
idea of relaxation is to launch a new project. 

‘When the book on the Chesapeake Bay is Zinished there are others 
to be writien: “Any day of my life, I have work that would keep me 
‘busy to the year 2000.” 

Part of the trouble is that he got a late start, baving done no 
writing until he was 40 years old. Tt seems almost accidental, in fact, 


. that he got around to writing at all He began ΕΣ an English teacher 


after graduating from Swarthmore College (summa cum laude), ct 
sae ssiying pret Navan eed Sees ee ee as and 
he finally found too “restrictive.” He returned to graduate school and 
became an education specialist, publishing a number of articles and 
books in the field, and he once served a8 a visiting professor at Har- 
vard. Later he worked as an education editor at Macmillan. When 
World War ΤΙ came he volunteered and wound up 89 s-paval historian 
in the South Pacific, where he formulated the 18 stories that became 
his first book. 

“1 was stranded on ἃ small island with nothing to do,” he hes 
described it. “Fach afternoon I went up to 8. deep cacao plantation 

where I drafted outlines of some stories thet had disturbed me. Each 
Dight I went to a big empty buliding with α dozen mosyato bombs and 
typed out the material I had been thinking about.” 

‘When he began to write, he Dad one goal in mind—“There was 8 
great deal of nonsense being talked about” and he wanted to “commn- 
nicate some of the realities of the war In the South Pacific.” ~ 


But the writing ftself, he says, “is certainly not something Σ΄ 


dreamed about.” In fact, he thinks of himself as someone who never 


particularly wanted to do anything. “I sort of stumbled into things. 


I've never been concerned, never bothered much.” 


“I suppose I do this,” he offers, “out of a certain, insolence—also : 


8. snide peasant approach to things.” 


‘There is another, bigger reason he isn't more taken with his own -- 
success. ‘His interests in literature and the social sciences have made . 


for an exciting, if “schizophrenic” life. “So I don't crybaby about it. 
But there would be advantages to having stayed with English,” mean- 
ing the writing would have bean better. 

He is rarely faulted for factual errors, but critics have complained 
at thmes that his thick novels, with writing that used to be ‘called 
“justy,” are swollen. Michener says he seldom looks at a review, and 
he doesn't need to—he's his own worst critic. 

Michener isn't sure how he arrived at his formula of facts, sux- 
penseful story and didactic messages. “All I know 15 that I've done it,” 


he says. 
‘There is one subject Michener does not intend to write about—him- 


self. Nor does he especially enjoy talking about it. The Bucks County 
Pa, of his childhood was not the Bucks County of gentlemen farmers, 
writers and artists where he now owns an S0-acre farm. When he says 
he lived in » poorhouse, he means it literally. 

“T was a founding, you know. I fell into the hands of 4 wonderful 
woman to whom the community (Doylestown) gave orphan children 
and 5 pittance to care for them... The woman took in Jaundry and 
sewed buttons in 8 sweatshop to put two of us through college.” 

Be is silent for a moment. “I don't know how she did it. I sup- 
pose she was a tremendous woman.” 

‘When ends didn't meet, he would wind up in the county poorhouse 
until his foster mother could find a new place and rescue him. This 
happened three times, and each time he stayed for periods of elght 


to 14 weeks.
